If they ring a great deal, — 
automobilists disregard them. In addition, there is always the possibility that a bell * 
may not be in order just at the moment of greatest danger. 

Crossing flagmen are not infallible. The human element enters into most acci- 
dents, and crossing flagmen are like other human beings. Some of the most disastrous . 3 
= grade crossing accidents have occurred at crossings where flagmen were on 

Oné of the results of crossing “protection” is to teach the public that crossings are 

safe. The opposite should be taught. All railway grade crossings are dangerous—the | 

_ “protected” as well as the unprotected crossings. This should be impressed upon the 
minds of everybody, beginning with the children in the schools,_

Outstanding features of this question are: 1—Inability of the railways to elim- 
inate all grade crossings at any period within present vision. 2—The unreasonable- 
ness of some communities insisting upon the railways doing things for them that cane — 
not be done for all. Every community has its dangerous crossings. 
One state could not reasonably expect the railways to eliminate all of its grade 
crossings unless the same thing were done in neighboring states—in all states. The 
same principle applies to cities and towns. | me 
The railway grade crossing problem is usually considered from two viewpoints— 
the railways and the public. There. is the viewpoint of engineers and firemen, 
which should-also be considered. Their duties are nerve-racking, and ‘the habit of 
automobilists in racing to crossings, and carting upon the track immediately in front 
of locomotives, has a great tendency to confuse and distress them. They do not want 


to be involved in accidents causing personal injury or loss of life. They ought to have 
some assurance that an automobile will be brought to a stop before it is permitted 
to cross a railway track. ; 


The benefits derived from the elimination of grade crossings by fhe construction of 
overhead bridges and underpasses—the «nly plan promising absolute safety—accrue 
largely to the public in safety and convenience. Therefore, when crossings are elimi- 
nated, the expense should be divided on some fair basis between the taxpayers receiving 
the benefits and the railway. If the: people of a community paid in proportion to the 
benefits received when a crossing is elitninated, demands for elimination would be less... 
frequent. More crossings could be eliminated. 


The automobile, in proper hands, :is an agency of safety at railway grade cross- 
ings. It can be driven up close to the tracks and stopped in perfect safety. That can- - « 
not always be done with a spirited horse.. Therefore, the increasing use of-the auto- 
mobile and the decreasing use of the horse should be solving the grade crossing prob-— 

lem, instead of making it’ worse. 


We recognize there are crossings that should be eliminated, but the crying need * 
is for some plan of action that will prevent loss of life-and destruction o prorey ; 
in automobile grade crossing accidents that can be put into effect immediately. One 
practicable remedy, which would cost but little, would be to inaugurate a great cru- 
sade against carelessness of automobilists at railway grade crossings. Require them to 
Stop, Look and Listen. No automobilist who does that will ever meet with an accident 


at a railway crossing. |

We will be able to acco 
for every drop of alcohol moved, just 
as we are able to check up on every 
pint of whisky that comes into Chi- 
cago. We can in that way force every 
crooked manufacturer out of business. 


Thirteen Permits Revoked. 

“ Bitters is about the only doubtful 
medicine left on the list. I have in- 
formation, however, that orders stop- 
ping the use of alcohol in its manu- 
facture will be sent out soon.” é 

Permits of thirteen of the largest 
medicinal manufacturers were revoked 
by Mr. Stone. It is expected that only 
about 1,000 manufacturers will be al. 
lowed to do business this year. Last 
year there were 5,000. 

Assistant Attorney General C. W. 
Middtkauff announced that he would 
appear before Judge Landis this morn- 
ing with petitions asking that fifteen 
Chicago saloonkeepers be held in con- 
tempt of court for’ violating injunc- 
tions. 

Prohibition is tapering the fifty-six 
year record of the Washingtonian 
home toward zero, according to the an- 
nual report of J. M. Skinner, super- 
intendent. During the years 1910-1919 
the home cared for an average of $21 
patients, mostly alcoholic derelicts, 
each year. In 1920 the home had |125 
patients, of which 107 were alcohol 
cases, 16 drug addicts, and two mild 
mental cases.
